Planted by Milton In Christ's College G»r- 


dang, Cambridge. 


In the gardens of Christ's college, 


Cambridge, stands a veuerablo mulberry 
tree, which, tradition says, was planted 
by Milton during the' time when he was 
a student at tho university. This would 
be between the years 1624 and 1682, 
for tho following copy, from the Latin 
of his entry of admission, accurately 
fixes the former date, and his admission 
to the degree of AI. A., to which he pro- 
ceeded iu tho latter year, ended his in- 
timate connection with tho university: 
"John Milton, native of -London, son 
of John Milton, was initiated in tho 
elements of letters under Mr. Gill, mas- 
ter of St. Paul's school; was admitted 
ft lesser pensioner Feb. 12, 1G24, under 
Mr. Chappell nud paid outrauce fee, 
10s." Ho was then 16 years and 2 
months old. 


The tree so intimately associated 


with his name is now much decnyod, 
but in order to preserve it ns much as 
possible from tho ravages of time many 
of tho branches havo been covered with 
sheet load and are further supported by 
stout wooden props, while the trunk has 
been buried in a mound of earth. 
The 


luxuriance of the foliage and tho crop 
of fruit which it annually bears arc 
proof of its vitality, but to iusuro 
against accidents and perpetuate the 
treo an offshoot has been planted close 
by. Iu the oveiit of a bough breaking 
and falling it is divided with even jus- 
tice among tho follows of tho college, 
and many pieces aro thus preserved as 
mementos of the poet; It was during 
his residence at Cambridge that ho com- 
posed his ode, ''Oil the Morning of 
Christ's Nativity. " "Lycidas, " too, is 
intimately connected with Milton's life 
at tho university, since it was written 
iu memory of Edward King, his college 
friend aud con temporary, with whom 
ho doubtless shared tho same rooms. 


In those days students did not, aa 


now, 
occupy separate apartments, as 


witness the original statutes of tlio col- 
logo, "In which chambers our wish is 
that the fellows sleep two and two, but 
the scholars four and four," iu conse- 
quence of which a much closer intimacy 
was formed among _ them than is now 
possible. Dr. Johnson relates that Mil- 
ton was flogged at Cambridge, but the 
fact is doubtful, though there is reason 
to suppose that ho had differences with 
tho authorities in tho earlier part of his 
college career, since ho was transferred 
from his original tutor. This tree is 
still pointed out to visitors aud was un- 
til rccont years especially marked by a 
bough of mistletoe growing upon it.— 
Lloyd's Weekly Newspaper.

Mnoh of it can be 
recovered, however. 


Two barges and three shanty boals, 


moored on the Kentucky side of the 
liver, w^re sunk during the night Sat- 
urday. The 
people living on 
the 


shanty boats succeeded in making their 
escape. Ed. Quilky'a boat, moored near 
the water works, was upset Sunday 
morning, while the little yacht belong- 
ing to Dr. Wm. Lottridge was found 
floating bottom side np Sunday.

waa brought to shore with^oonsiderable 
difHoulty, with badly damaged rna 
chinery.

County. 


He Is Denounced at a Mass Meeting of the 


HomeH County Tax Payers 
n» Unfair 


and Partial and Accnged of Various 


Little Indiscretions That Unlit: 


Him for the Office He Holds— 


Resolutions Adopted. 


The Honorable Fillmore Mnsser, 


after a brief career as special examiner 
for the auditor of state, has came to 
grief. 
He has been examining kthe 


books of Holmes oounty officials 
and 


lately filed a sensational report. Sat- 
urday a mass meeting of taxpayers of 
the county was held and the following 
resolutions were adopted, concerning 
Mr. Musser, and published in the En- 
quirer yesterday: 


Millerabnrg, O , January 22.—The 


second monthly meeting of the Tax- 
payers' League of Holmes oounty took 
place here today. 
The report of the 


salary bill committee was sent to Rep- 
resentative Heyde, of Columbus, to 
have a law passed to put the county 
officers on regular salaries. A number 
of county officials addressed the meet- 
ing, among them City Auditor Leeper. 
He said that he did not know whether 
he ought to say anything or not, as he 
was arrested and under a $5,500 bond 
on various charges. He scored Fillmore 
Mnsser, the expert from Soioto county, 
who made the preliminary report as 
being unfair and partial. 


On a motion Chairman Lepley ap- 


pointed J. E. Arnold, P. M. Graham 
and Henry Fites, who reported the 
following resolutions, 
which 
were 


unanimously adopted: 


Whereas, Fillmore Musser has been 


appointed by the auditor of state to 
make an exaimination of the affairs of 
this county, to be impartial and done 
in a bnsiness-like manner; and, ': 


Whereas, The conduct of said Fill- 


more Mnsser has been such as to arouse 
the suspicion of all honorable and fair- 
minded citizens, by being intoxicated 
while performing such duty, and that 
his associates have been snch as to in- 
dicate an intent and purpose to screen 
some officials and heap ignominious 
charges npon others; therefore be it 


Resovled, by this meeting of the 


taxpayers of Holmes county here as- 
sembled, That we hereby condemn the 
conduct and actions of said Fillmore 
Mnsser in the most severe terms, and 
that a copy of these resolutions be 
transmitted to the auditor of state, and 
that the said be circulated among the 
taxpayers of this county.

Scene In the Chamber of Deputies With 


the Members Earnged. 


' Upon arriving at the anteroom of the 
thamber of deputies, says Colonel T. 
W. Higginson in The Atlantic, I found 
the hall full of people •waiting, each 
having to send his card to some mem- 
ber, naming on it the precise hour of 
arrival. The member usually appeared 
promptly, when an immense nsher call- 
ed in a stentorian voice for "La per- 
eonne qni a faitdemander M. Constant" 
—or whoever it might be. Then the 
constituent—for such it usually was—• 
advanced toward the smiling member, 
Who never looked bored, the mask of 
hospitality being probably the same in 
this respect throughout the legislative 
halls of the world. At last M. Talau- 
dier appeared and got me a place among 
the corps diplomatique. The chamber 
itself was more like our representatives' 
hall at Washington than like the house, 
of commons. The members had little 
locked desks, and Borne wero writing 
letters, liko otrr representatives, though 
I saw no newspapers. 


Tho ordinary arnotmt of noise was 


like that in our congress, though there 
was happily no clapping of hands for 
pages, but when tho members became 
especially excited, which indeed hap- 
pened very often, it became like a cago 
of lions. For instance, I entered just as 
somebody, had questioned tlje minister 
of war, General Borel, about an alleged 
interference with elections, and his da- 
fiaut reply had enraged the Lefts, or 
radicals, who-oonstituted the majority 
of tho assembly. They shonted and ges- 
ticulated, throwing up thair arms and 
then slapping them on their knees very 
angrily, until tbe president rang hia 
great bell, and they quieted down lest 
he might put on his bat and adjourn 
the meeting. In each ca^e the member 
speaking took his stand in the desk or 
tribune below tbe president, and the 
speeches were sometimes read, some- 
times given without notes.
